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Gum is turning high-tech

FOR REDEYE 

Jessica Schneider sometimes senses she’s for- 
gotten something while checking out at the 
grocery store. 

Red wine? Got it. Artisanal cheese? Check. 

Then her neurons fire: gum! Schneider, 26, 
never leaves a store without at least a couple 
of packs of 5 gum in her shopping bag. 

“I actually chew gum the most when I am 
going out at night,” the River North resident 
said. “It’s probably because alcohol makes 
your breath taste funky, so it is an easy thing 
to do. You are being social and you don’t have 
nasty breath.” 

Chew on this, gum poppers: More and 
more chompers like Schneider are snapping 
up gum in the pursuit of socially acceptable 
breath and exotic flavors— and the gum man- 
ufacturers are furiously inventing new ways to 
keep us chewing. 

Consider just a few products to recently 
hit the market: 5 React, whose flavor every 
chewer perceives differently; Stride Shift, 
which changes from berry to mint or citrus to 
mint in mid-chew; and Trident Layers, which 
is essentially a sandwich made of flavors such 
as wild strawberry and tangy citrus. 

“I think it is fair to say that consumers, over 
time, we all want and expect more,” said Andy 
Pharaoh, the vice president of corporate af- 
fairs for Wrigley which is based in Chicago. 
“We want to expect the Igum] brands we love 
to provide us with new and exciting things.” 

And the innovation is working. Sales of 
gum, mints and breath fresheners have grown 
by 10 percent since 2007 and are expected to 
top $1.5 billion by 2013, according to a recent 
Mintel report. 

With a 200,ooo-square-foot Global Inno- 
vation Center for development and testing on 
the northern tip of Goose Island and about a 
60 percent share of the global gum market.

Why does gum stick 
to the sidewalk? 

“Just as water is wet, gum 
is sticky.” Pharaoh said. “Its 
the nature of the product” 
The same factors that 
make gum so chewable 
for so long also make It 
Impossible to clean up, he 
said, adding that Wrigley Is 
working to develop a less 
adhesive gum. But for now, 
his advice is to wrap It up 
and throw It out 


Can the human body 
digest gum? 

No way. “The human body 
doesn’t have the protein or 
hydrolytic enzyme to break 
down the base of the gum,” 
Bines said. “If you swallow 
gum, you will poop It out” 
And forget what you heard 
In grade school-lt doesn’t 
take a long time for gum to 
work Its way through your 
body, he said. 


Does chomping on gum 
curb the munchies? 

Yes, according to 
researchers at Louisiana 
State University who found 
that people who chewed 
gum three times hourly 
after lunch ate fewer 
high-calorle snacks, CNN 
reported. The chewers 
also reported decreased 
feelings of hunger and 
cravings for sweet foods. 


Does gum make 
you smarter? 

Maybe. Researchers at the 
Baylor College of Medicine 
followed 108 eighth-grade 
math students and found 
that the gum-chewing 
students had a 3 percent 
increase In their standard- 
ized math test scores and 
better final grades com- 
pared with the non-chomp- 
ers. Makes you think. 


Are there heaith benefits 
to chewing gum? 

Nothing beats an ol’ fash- 
ioned brushing and floss- 
ing, but Leyba said In a 
pinch sugarless gum can 
stimulate the salivary flow 
and remove nasty food par- 
ticles and bacteria. Just be 
sure to avoid sugar gums, 
which feed a particularly 
bad form of bacteria that 
promote tooth decay.

according to Reuters, Pharaoh called Chicago 
“the headquarters of gum innovation in the 
world.” (For the record, Pharaoh chewed the 
Maui Melon Mint flavor of Orbit dtxring his 
chat with RedEye.) 

In September, Wrigley will go national with 
a new gum series called Extra Dessert De- 
lights, whose flavors include key Hme pie, mint 
chocolate chip and strawberry shortcake. 

“These are for when you want something 
sweet but would prefer something that is 
5 calories instead of 500,” Pharaoh said. 

How does Wrigley know which flavors will 
fly? 

Developers look to a variety of industries— 
beverages, fragrances, dairy ice cream, choco- 
late and even confections— to help determine 
flavor trends. Pharaoh said. 

Gum preferences also tend to be hyper-local. 


Chicagoans demand cinnamon gum. Pha- 
raoh said, which would never sell in, say, France 
or the United Kingdom. On the other hand, 
black licorice gum, a Scandinavian fave, would 
founder stateside. 

Some gum aficionados will try anything. 

Aaron Cesario said he prefers exotic, fruity 
gum to mint varieties. And his favorite gum is 
Stride’s Mega Mystery a flavor that reveals it- 
self only after it has been chomped. 

“I definitely will buy gum to try something 
new, but my wife turns me on to most of my 
new flavors,” said Cesario, 32, of Elburn. 

Then there are the haters. 

Ryan Ytterberg, 22, of Villa Park has chewed 
two pieces of gum in his entire Hfe, for the first 
time at age 5 and for the final time at 13, and he 
just plain hates the stuff 

“I wonder if I had traumatic experience with 


it as a child,” Ytterberg said. “You know how 
you get those weird connotations in your head 
and you don’t like something for odd reasons?” 

Ytterberg, whose first piece of gum was Fruit 
Stripe Zebra, never liked the texture, flavor or 
stickiness of the stuff 

“I didn’t like seeing it on the ground. It just 
grosses me out,” he said. 

Other chewers balk only at the disposal of 
their favorite sweet treat. 

Tait Alachuca, 31, a pack-a-week chewer 
mostly for fresh breath, plans ahead for his 
gum needs. 

“Most days I am driving around for work, so 
I keep napkins in my car so I can spit it in a 
napkin,” the Lincoln Park resident said. “But 
it depends. If I am wasted at a bar, I will throw 
it on the floor somewhere or stick it under the

His solo album, “Sir Lucious Left 
Foot: The Son of Chico Dusty,” is 
brimming with new ideas, new sounds 
and new jams that soon will be boom- 
ing from a high-quality system near 
you. 

“Be Still” combines Janelle Monae 
channeling a Supremes-era Diana Ross 
with a spacey-synth approximation of 
girl-group pop and Big delivering a wild 
set of rhymes. “Shutterbugg” features a 
gurgling vocal fashioned into a bass line 
and the kind of stream-of-conscious- 
ness rhyming that brings together 


snippets of Soul II Soul and the ’80s 
R&B nugget “Tbu Are in My System.” 
“General Patton” finds Big rhyming 
over a march and a military-styled 
choir, while “Shine Blockas” mines the 
deep-soul groove of a Harold Melvin 
and the Blue Notes sample.

As summer tour launches, 
Lee DeWyze ponders 
career ambitions

NEW YORK Get the finalists from this year’s ‘Ameri- 
can Idol” together in one room for an interview, and a 
lot of things come out quickly 

Casey James knows how to turn on the charm. 
Siobhan Magnus is really into movies. And, yes, Mi- 
chael Lynche really does talk a lot. 

But Lee DeWyze remains pretty quiet. For much 
of the news conference, he sits in the middle of the 
room, looking around, kind of taking it all in. Only 
days after winning this year’s ‘American Idol,” the 
singer-songwriter from Mount Prospect doesn’t seem 
like he believes it’s all real. 

It takes Lynche to reveal what a good guy DeWyze 
is to be around. 

“L-Boogie here is so fun,” Lynche says, pointing to 
DeWyze. “It’s so funny to me that he always seems 
nervous because he’s just the funniest guy ever.” 

If DeWyze is trying to remain calm in the middle 
of the ‘American Idol” media storm, it’s because he is 
trying to stay focused on why he got into the contest 
in the first place.

“I want longevity in this business,” he says later. 
“I’m not interested in just putting out one hit. This 
is the best opportunity I’ve ever had and a huge step 
in my life, and I owe it to the fans. I appreciate them, 
and I’m not going to disappoint them.” 

Between interviews, tour rehearsals and work on 
his major-label debut, DeWyze hasn’t had a day off 
since winning ‘American Idol” in May and he won’t 
get one until after the tour wraps up in September. 

“I’m tired, but I’m tired for a reason, so it’s OK,” 
DeWyze says. “There’s a lot of people out there work- 
ing, doing things they don’t love to do, and they’re 
more tired than I am. It’s really hard for me to com- 
plain about anything right now.” 

Louis Svitek, who founded WuLi Records in Chi- 
cago with Ryan McGuire, his bandmate in The Vir- 
ginia Gentlemen, says DeWyze has felt that way since 
he’s known him. 

“Lee’s got a great voice, and he’s a good guy” says 
Svitek, who signed DeWyze to WhLi Records when 
he was 17. “He deserves everything. He works hard at 
it, and now his dream is coming true.” 

DeWyze released an EP and an album on WuLi, in- 
cluding “Slumberland,” which arrived in January as he 
was starting the “Idol” process. 

DeWyze says he’s happy with “Slumberland” and is 
glad more people are getting to hear it. 

“I’m proud of everything I’ve done,” he says. “But 
I’m definitely ready for people to hear me on a big 
scale. I think that will be a different sound and a rep- 
resentation of the type of artist I am now.”

Weekend Revolution

Revolution Brewing, the 5-month-old Logan 
Square operation with Josh Deth at the helm and 
Jim Cibak manning the tanks, is a brewery first 
and a restaurant second. The beer is good— very 
good— and we suspect it will only get better as time 
goes on. And the food’s pretty good too, but it’s 
there, in part, because you’re going to want to hang 
out for more than one beer. The rehabbed, recycled 
pub space is inviting; the neighborhood vibe is 
going strong; and unhurried, affable service brings 
it all together. Now providing another reason to 
sit down and stay a while: brunch, which launched 
three weeks ago. 

Server says: The eggs in a hole ($9) are a savory 
favorite, nestled inside a split brioche roll and 
served over a pool of cheddar ale soup. On the 
sweet side, try the cherry porter pancakes ($8). 


when stuffed with two fried eggs, thick cuts of 
pork belly arugula, tomato and lots of garlicky 
mayo. 

Feel free to pass on: The pancetta biscuits and 
gravy ($9). We started out happy but quickly 
became overwhelmed by the textural monotony of 
the thick sausage gravy— lots of thick sausage gravy 

Is it lunchtime yet? The lunch menu is available 
throughout the day, so you can choose from pizzas, 
sandwiches, salads and burgers. And who couldn’t 
use a tub of bacon-fat popcorn ($4) at 10 a.m.? 

Day drinking: You can’t leave this place without 
having beer in some form, and brunch-appropriate 
beer cocktails make it easy We fell for the IPAmo- 
sa ($6), a refreshing blend of bitter, tart and sweet 
made with blood orange puree and (obviously) IPA.
